On behalf of the City of Chicago Department of Fleet and Facility Management (2FM), I am responding to 
your Freedom of Information Act FOIA request dated Mon 7/1/2019 1:53 PM. In your request, you seek and 
state the following: 

"To Whom It May Concern: Pursuant to the Illinois Freedom of Information Act., I hereby 
request the following records: A copy of all intergovernmental agreements." 

Thank you for your request. The Department of Fleet and Facility Management has fully reviewed your 
FOIA request. 2FM has completed our file review for the above-mentioned FOIA request. I've attached all 
applicable documents. Please be advised these documents have been redacted pursuant to FOIA section 5 
ILCS 140/7(l)(b) and 5 ILCS 140/7(l)(d)(v). Specifically, signatures were redacted from the enclosed 
documents pursuant to 5 ILCS 140/7(l)(b) which exempts from disclosure "private information". Private 
information is defined in 5 ILCS 140/2(c-5) as "unique identifiers, including a person's social security 
number, driver's license number, employee identification number, biometric identifiers, person financial 
information, passwords, or other access codes, medical records, home or personal telephone numbers, 
personal email address and signatures. Private information also includes home addresses personal license 
plates, except as otherwise provided by law or when compiled without possibility of attribution to any 
person." Therefore, these identifiers are properly redacted pursuant to section 7(l)(b) of FOIA from the 
responsive records. The columns identified on pages 15-16 and 35-36 of the City Colleges IGA attachment 
have been redacted. Specifically, Plate numbers and General Use columns fall into the category of unique 
or specialized investigative were redacted from the enclosed document pursuant to 5 ILCS 140/7(l)(d)(v), 

5 ILCS 140/7(l)(d)(v) exempts the following: 

(v) disclose unique or specialized investigative 

techniques other than those generally used and known or disclose internal 
documents of correctional agencies related to detection, observation or 
investigation of incidents of crime or misconduct, and disclosure would result in 
demonstrable harm to the agency or public body that is the recipient of the request; 


To the extent that you consider this a denial of your FOIA request, you have the right to have a denial 
reviewed by the Public Access Counselor (PAC) at the Office of the Illinois Attorney General, 500 S. 2nd 
Street, Springfield, Illinois 62706, (877) 299-3642. You also have the right to seek judicial review of your 
denial by filing a lawsuit in Cook County Circuit Court.
